Preserving Cider 
The 
following 
suggestions 
in 
regard to the preservation of cider 
m ay be used: 
1. W here cold storage facililies 
are available, cider can be kept 
sw eet for a relatively long period 
of tim e at 
a 
tem perature 
ap ­ 
proaching the freezing point, such 
as 32 to 35 degrees. 
If it is to be 
preserved for a longer period of 
tim e it is m ore desirable to freeze 
it at a tem perature of 10 to 15 
degrees. 
Frozen cider, if placed 
in air-tig h t containers, will m ain­ 
tain the n atu ral flavor. 
2. Cider m ay be pasteurized by 
placing 
in 
air-tig h t 
containers 
such as bottles sealing it as 
in 
canning then heating to a tem p er­ 
ature of 160 degrees for tw enty 
m inutes. 
This process will p re ­ 
serve the cider for n long period 
of tim e, perhaps indefinably, but 
it will contain 
a 
characteristic 
cooked taste. 
3. A chem ical preservation may 
be used as Sodium Benzoate 
at 
the rate of tw o-tenths of one pet 
cent w hich is perm issible by law 
if declared on the label, and w ill 
preserve th e cider 
satisfactorily. 
S ulphurous acid used at the rate 
of tw o tenths of one per cent is 
also a satisfactory chem ical p re ­ 
servative and is allowed by law 
if so declared on the label. S atis­

Honey In Cooking 
H oney is a 
health 
prom oting 
substitute for sugar. 
W hen it is 
produced at home the food cost is 
relatively reduced. 
It com bines well w ith 
peanut 
I butter, cottage 
cheese,

nuts and dried fruits. Equal parts 
of honey and b u tter cream ed to­ 
gether, called honey butter, from 
1 good filling for sandw iches or u 
spread for 
griddle 
cakes, 
and 
waffles. 
Honey m ay be a 
sub- 
. titute for sugar 
on 
cinnam on 
toast, candied vegetables or baked 
apples. 
When honey is substituted for 
sugar in baked products the fol­ 
lowing rule should be 
observed: 
1-m edium thick honey 
m ay 
be 
used for one-half of the sugar in 
a cake or quick 
bread 
recipes, 
but reduce the liquid one-fourth* 
2 If honey 
is 
used 
instead 
of 
ugar, reduce the liquid one-half. 
E xtracted honey is 
one-fourth 
w ater, yet cup for cup of honey 
and sugar they are about equal in 
sw eetness. 
Leculose, one of 
the 
sugars in honey, is sw eeter than 
sucrose in cane or 
beet 
sugar. 
Leculose also has th e ability 
to 
absorb and retain 
m oisture 
so 
that fru it cakes, 
steam ed 
pud­ 
dings, and m oist candies w ill stay 
m oist longer w hen it is used than 
when sugar is used. 
Honey should be 
kept 
in 
a 
tightly sealed container in a dry 
place of ordinary room tem p era­ 
ture. 
As it gets older it usually 
crystalizes but can be 
brought 
back to the liquid form by w arm ­ 
ing th e container in 
m oderately 
hot w ater. 
T he w ater should not 
be above 130 degrees F. or 
the 
honey w ill change color and lose 
some of its flavor.— Ella F ikuart, 
Home D em onstration A gent.

The housewife 
who 
carelessly 
uses lend arsenate or calcium a r ­ 
senate in cooking instead of flour 
in the future will have no 
e x ­ 
cuse except that she 
is 
color 
blind, for manufacturers of those 
insecticides have decided to color 
them a distinctive pink. 
Many cases of accidental food 
poisoning occur 
because 
arsen- 
irals are stored in pantry shelves 
alongside flour, soda, baking pow- 
der, and similar white powdered 
foods. 
The arsenicals are 
like­ 
wise white powders, and have no 


distinctive odor to warn the care­ 
less cook. 
Calcium arsenate is used wide­ 
ly for spraying and dusting vege­ 
tables for pest control, and lead 
arsenate is used for fruits. 
For years the Federal Food and 
Drug Administration has warned 
the public of this danger, but re­ 
ports of food posioning 
continue 
to appear in the papers. 
Only a 
few weeks ago several 
persons 
working in a mining camp 
in 
a 
western 
State 
were 
seriously 
stricken after eating flapjacks in 
which an insecticide was used in­ 
stead of flour. 
Regardless of the 
precautions 
of manufacturers, 
says 
W. 
G. 
Campbell, Chief of the Food and 
Drug 
Administration, 
arsenicals 
and other dangerous 
insecticides 
should be kept out of the reach 
of children. 
The garage or shed 
is the place for insecticides, 
not 
the pantry shelf.
